THE NEWS IN THE BLUFFS

Elvidence for the Defensa in the Hel-
mick Murder Cas2,

DEATH OF AN OLD RESIDENT.

The Qity Council Holds a Busy Ses
ston—HBurgiers Repeat Their Calls
—General and Personal
News Notes.

The Proacher Who Shoots,

The intereat keeps up in the trial of Rev,
Mr, Helmick, charged with murdor in the
second degree.  Yosterday's proceedings
opened with the recall of the witnesses Oll-
voer and Hardman, for someo further slight
examinat.on, but nothing of special interost
was thus revealed.

The first new witnoss of the day was Kall-
hér, o brother--law of Hardman, who was
visiting ot the house of Hardinan the nierht
of the shooting. Thoe two heard the shot,
and run to the scene, and found Helmiok
standing holdiog his horse and a revolver in
his hand. The witness testilied mainly in
support of the state's theory that the night
wis not so dark but thar Helmick could have
Identified Paimer, He also testifled as to
what Holmick said right aftar the shooting,
According to his recollection Helmick saia:
ST didn’t kill anybody I wisn I had.”

There wis somo discussion ns to allowing
Kaliber to testiry, the defense objecting on
the ground tnat they had oo suficlent no-
tice of What tho witness was to testify to.
I'he state's attorney showed up o recent de-
vlsion of the supremse court Lo support bis
position, and this spemed to startle Judge
Thornell, He remarked that he should ruls
in accordnnes with this decision, and thot
he did not elalm to know more than the su-
preme court, but still this recent decision
wis just tho opposite from Hftean or moro
previous decisions of the supreme court, and
really aunulled a portion of the statutes, as
well us ran contrary to the practice of yoears.
After the witness had testified the same re-
quest to strike out’ his testimeny was re-
newed. The witness hiad been nskoed as to
Lis employment,

“An lowa restaurant!® askeda Attorney
Sims, laying a prohibitory stress on *lowa,"
and thus intimating that there was a saloon
anttachment,

The witness anawered “*Yes."

Attorney MeUabe then jumped up ana
asked to huve the testimony of this withess
stricken out. *“The state has imposod on us.
They gavo us notice that they wore going to
introduce this man as an honest farmer,"”

Bailif MceFadden's jnck kmife rapped
loudly to quiet the laugh which went round,

Mrs. Porter, the mother-in-law of Palmer,
was introduced, Her testimony was to the
effect that the Rev, Mr. Helmiek had inter-
fored with the attentions being paid by
Palmer to her davghter, and sought
to breale off the match. Mr. Helmick
was the pastor of tho church of which she
wis o member, and to which her daughter
belonged atso, She thought that even for a
pastor he wns interfering too freely in her
family matters, but had not told him so. She
admitted that ot one of these family confer-
ences he was present ot her own solicita-
tion. Sho denied that she had oppased the
mateh, sald she had never secn Palmer
dronk, denied that she had ever told certain
sisters of the church and Rev. Mr. Brewer
that she wns ushawed of Palmer and that
he was o worthless fellow, She denied hav-
ing slgned a petition for Rev. Mr. Helmick's
return to Neola as pastor.

Mrs, Palmer, the widow of the man killed
by Helmick, appeared next in the witness
chair, Sheis a very comely woman of about
twenty-one years of nge. Her testimony was
to the effect that she was with Palmey enrly
in the evening and that he was not druuk.
When he reached home ufter the shooting
she had examined his clothing and found no
weapons, there being in his pockat only his
bunch of keys and & pocketbook. ‘T'he de-
fonse did not ask her a single question nod
sho stepped down,

At the opening of the afternoon sesslon
the defense began on its part of the case, the
stata resting. ‘T'he frst witnoss called was
Rey. Mr, Brewer, pastor of the Methodist
church at Glenwood, by whom It wns ex-
pected to prove that Mra. Porter, instead of
being in fuvor of Palmer marrying hor
daughter, was opposed to him, snd had
uttered dorogatory remarks concerning
Falmer,

There belng some legal objections to the
testimony bocause sufticient ground had not
been lnid for unpeachment, Reyv, Mr, Brewer
stepped aside for a few moments while Mrs,
Porter was reculled for further cross-ex-
amination by tne defense in order to prepare
the ground for such impeachment,

Mrs. Porter reaffirmed that she never said
she and her husband were opposed to the
marriage of Palmer to thelr daughter,

Rev. Mr, Hrewer then took the chair. He
was present at nconversation had betweaen
Mrs. Porter and Mr. Helmick, Prom the
drift of the talk he gathered that Mr. and
Mra. Porter were opposed to the marnage,
but eould not give thoe language or details.

John Greodel of Neoln was next sworn,
Hurdaman, a witness for the stute, had sworn
he wis at hie home that evening, CGroepdel
testitied to sceing Hardman in a crowd down
town in company with the others who after-
wards énenged in tho egg-throwing. He con-
tradioted Harvdwman in several other import,
aut mutters, the tendency of his testimony
being that Hardmuan was of tho same gang
as Oliver, Graver, Swoenoy and others. The
witnesa ulso contradicted Oliver,  Oliver
told him that Palmer Bad asked him (Ol
Ver) o stuy hf him, so thut if he got into &
sornpe with Helmick he (Oliver) might pros
tect him. Oliver had told witness thau the
nignt of the shooting be and Palmer had in
Helmiclk's barn an drou bar two feet and a
Lalf long.

Firick Peterson was the next witness, The
defense attampted toshow that Peterson was
subparnwd [Or the prosecution and that the
state would not put him on the stund, The
court would not permit this to be put in evi-
donee. Poterson hesrd the shot and on
reaching Helmick's barn weot in  with
Helusk, whila Hardman nnd his
brother-in-law wore out in the
alley. Peterson wias  with Helmick
when he was looking over the barn for bullet
marka He heard Helmick muke no such
remarks o8 Hurdmon testitiod to, In elther
detuil he contradicted Hardwan, He heard
Halmicle say something sbout shooting, but
dig not hear it all,

James Powell, now of Woodbine, was in
Naoln the weumﬁ of the tragedy. He had
heard numoerous thrents inade by saloon men
against Helmlck, ‘I'hey said that if Helmck

ot his nose in theie business thers would

o another Hadgock case, The witness told
Helmiok avout this wnd told bim he had
batter look oub.

Sawuel Clinton was born In Trumbull

gounty, Ohio, in 1518 He studied law aod
eowpleted bis course st Hallstou-Spa, N. Y.,

after which he removed Lo the west and set
tled at Shoboygan, Wis., whers io 1548 ha
wis joined In marriage to Misa Mary AL
Wheeler. In 1558 thevy moved te Council
Biuffe. Hare Juoge Clinton  has lived con-
tinuously aver since, His firat Jaw partner-
ship was with Judge Baldwin, The combi-
naton of Jogal talont and manly merit was
continued until the asceusion of the Intter to
the bench, whoen Judgo Clinton beonmo na-
sovinted with Celonel Sapp, and afterward
with the firm of Hart & Hrower., He filled
an unexpiesd term a8 disteley Judge. from
which he dorived the title wiich lhe bore
until his death,

The eity council held an adjourned meet-
ing yesterday ufterncon for the purpose of
disposing of the business of the regular
monthly mesting that had twice' been post-
ponced. Allof the aldermen were prosent,
and President Lacy occupied the chair
the absence of Mayvor Kohrer.

A petition to nbate a nuisaunce in the
shape of a house of ill-fame at the corner of

Broadway and Twelfth street, was referred
Lo the mayor.

The petition of A. S. Bonham for the re-
fund of paving tax on HBroadway on a por-
tion of the street used by the motor com-
pany was referred. as wore similar petitions
ot E. Huntington, A. Hall and J. K. Bell.

Petition for sidewalk on avenue B was re-
ferred.

Petition of Alex Woods for opening of a
street was referred to committee on streets
and alleys.

Petition of D, J. Rockwell for refund of
thX on erroneots ussessment was referred.

Bond of A.J. Tullick Bridge company,
with Nick O'Brien and Dan Carrigg as
sureties. 'The sureties ware objected to by
Aldermen Everett and Lacy, but the bood
was nceopted, Weaver, Waterman, Bel-
linger and KKnepher votng aye.

Controversy between George F. Smith
and W, W. Cones regarding sidewalk con-
tract was decided in favor of Mr. Cones,
who was awarded hecontract.

Bond of James Galvin on sidewallk con-
truct was approved.

Petition of Mynster, Lindt & Seabrook,
attorneys, for settlement of & judgment
against the city for money in hands of the
city treasurer, which was forfeited as ap-
pearance money by saloon-keepers and pros-
titutea, was objected to by Alderman Ever-
ett and a lengthy disoussion ensued. Some
of the sldermen were 1n favor of paying it,
but Everett and Lacv objected stroongly.
The discussion brought out the fact that it
was understeod by some of the aldermen
that ghere was a kind of compromise
effected, by the terms of which thé injunc-
tion uow pencing against the allowance of
the nldermen’s foes as members of the
board of equalization was to be withdrawn,
provided the Judement was quietly paid,
Aldermun Weaver jumped to his feet and
announced 1n very vigorous language that
he was opposed to any compromiss and re-
sented the intimation that the council had
been making any compromises, He did not
want auy inference to be obtmned by the
people generally, wsnd said that if he could
not collect his fees by law he didn't want
them, Mr. Lacy also had o word to say.
He thought that if a judgment huad bean se-
cured iveould be properly collected nnd he
dido't believe in allowing any attorney to
come inand run & bluff on the council.
John Lindt was prescut and toock an active
jart 1o the discussion, but he could not

ring the couneil to his way of thinkiog, The
claimn wus fHoally thrown out and it was de-
cided to instruct the city attorney to use all
means in his power to huve the judgment sot
uside.

Petition of "anny L. Prescowt for refund
was refarroed.

The committes on the city’s claim of §22 15
against the cngineer's department for dam=
ages resulung from a mistake reporwed vhusu
1t resulted from the confusion in the ofMce
attendant on o change of ofMears, and that
the engineer should not be held responsible,
but recomumended that the ofMeers o full
pay be required to devote their whole time
to the city. 'The report was concurred in,
Alderman Knepler voting no.

Alderiman Everett then wanted his ords-
nance that was lutroduced on the previous
evening regulating the salaries of city
marahal and ciefl of police and Hixing them
at 81,500 each, in liea of all fees, brought up
for its second reading. ‘I'his brought on a
discussion, and Aldermnn Waterman kickea
on singling out ono officer to be vut down,
He wanted to introduee an ordinance he haa
prepared, cutting down the salaries of all
the city officers. Alderman Everott's ordl-
nanes was passed to its second reading, and
at the request of some of the aldermen he
amended it so that tho clause referring to
the chief of police was satricken out,
A motion to pass it to its third reacing was
oot seconded,  Alderwan Lacy was in favor
of it, provived the council had the power to
pass i, and the marshal dould not collect his
fees by law, but he did not want to raise nis
salary from §500 to £1,500 and let him have
the fees the same a8 at present.  Alderman
Watermun's ordinance was then introduced.
It fixed the officers’ salaries us follows;
Mayor, $600; auaitor, $300; treasurer, $500;
solicitor, #1,250 and an assistant at #000: moar-
shal, $100 and fees, as at preseot; enginoer,
$1,200 ; ciry clerk, #0500, and another $500 as
cleck of the superior court: daputy clerk,
§780; ohief of police, $510; patrolman, §720;
aldermen, §250,

The ordinance was receivea with derlsion,
and Alderman Everett stated thuat it was
evidently introduced for spite work or to em-
barraas the new administration should it be
passed, He sald that it was ridiculous to
expect competont men o aceent the offfces ut
auny such fgures, Other mombers of the
council stated that none of the city officers
wore receiving too much money, but on the
contrary several of them should be raised.
Alderman Lacy recommended inoreasing the
salury of the treasurer to §1,200 and inorens-
Ing his bond to 150,000, After s very lengthy
discussion, the motion to pass the ordinance
to its second reading was loat, and Alderman
Weaver's motion  w  appoint  Alderman
Knepber, Lacy and Everelt a committes to
prepare an ordinsnce regulating the salaries
of offiiers to report ut the next meating was
oarried,

“The disaatisfaction existing smong the
packing house coopers in South Omuha over
the cut in wages demuonded by the bosses is
well founded," suld o strikker. *“Yesterdany
ono of the men who gquit Monday went to
work i a plece shop, snd after eleven
montha away from plece work made .20
the Hest day. Notwithstanding the good
wages carned o the piace shops  in Omaha,
the phcking house proprictors want us to
work for £.70 a doy. We wont do it becauso
W ciun make money elsewhore,”

Does Judge Ring Hold Over?

HE WAS ONCE NEARLY LYNCHED.

Captain Fechett, Who Also Comes in
for Consideration.

The army circle at Fort Yates is
greatly agitated over the coming trial
of Licutenant Steele, who outvageously
assaulted and enused the hmprisonment
of Private Dell Wild, says a Bismarcl,
N. D dispatch to the New Xork World,
The court-inartinl at which the soldier
received his sentence was o farce from
beginning to end, and the two officers
who took the rvesvonsibility of giving
justice to ‘poor Wild have been long
noted for their tendency to inflict the
severest punishment upon their un-
fortunate subordinates,

Capt. Fechett of the Eilghth ecavalry
has a disagreeable record in this respect
and is not at all liked by the soldiers.
His hands are already dyed with the
blood of a luckless private namea
Dugan, when he nearly pummelled to
deuath during the Fourth of July cele-
beation at Bismarck lasy vear when the
captnin narrowly escaped Iynching by
the indignant citizens. He wus spir-
ited away by his friends’ and, when the
excitement abated, was formally ar-
rested. He went through what ap-
peared to be a trial before the city jus-
tice. Private Dugan of company G wns
intoxicated on the Fourth of July and
in an ugly mood. Fechett ordored him
to sit down, which the private refused
to do, whereupon the captain grabbed a
gun from the hands of a soldier and
struck Dugana terrible blow on the
hoad with the butt end.

The blow split Dugan’s right car in
two, nearly fracturing the side of his
hend. e presented o sickeniong sight,
and it wos a quarter of an hoor bhefore
he regained consciousness, The affair
caused gront excitement and effectunliy
yut g damper Lo the celebration of thut
day. The vast crowd neoded only o
leader to have strung up Captain
Fechett without merey. It is no wonder
then, when one considers the existing
relation of ranlk and file in urmy life,
that Private Wild had all the odds
against him and no possible show for a
fair triul.

It i the general Impression among
oficers ut Fort Yates that Liculennnt
Steele will be severely dealt with, The
lisutenant and wife are well known in
Bismureli, ond always have moved in
the best of society,  Their friends are
astounded over the developments, und
it is believed that other vevolatioas of
i similar nature will be disclosed.
